great rocks rising up en each shde of It Lo
about three-ffths ‘the height of the Wash-
mgton monument, forming a oatura! goate-
way. No matter how the vcenn In
outside, when you pass through this gate
you find gquiet walers You enter a wind-
Ing lake or stream, with hundreds of bays,
Inlets or crecks, with Islands which seem
to float, and with wooded hills which in
places rise stralght up from the shore. The
water 18 so deep thut the blggest ocean
slteamers can sall right up to the land, and
the coast line I8 so great that all the ships
of all the world could anchor here and
have room to spare. The harbor proper
has an area of nine square miles. One of
It arms contulns three square miles, while
the good anchorages within ten milles of
the city postoffles are numbered by so
many hundred miles that 1 do not dare to
mentlon the exact flgures. Sydney lies on
both sides of this harbor. The ships conne
right loto the town, so thet you can step
off, walk three minutes and be In the chief
business section,

The natural beauty of the harbor s ns
grcat as that of any harbor of the world
It ta a8 beautiful as the bay of Naples, as
the harbor of Rlo de Janciro or as the fa
mous waters about Constantinople on the
Bosphorus. At one slde of it are the bo.
tonical gurdens, a park filled with ull sorts
uf Australian and semi-tropleal trees. The
governor's palace, a castle-1lke structure of
rosecolored stucco, 18 on one edge of the
garden, and further buck 15 another great
purk, known ax the Domaln, the play
ground of Sydoey, corresponding to Central
purk in New York or Hyde park In Lon
don,

PDuring my stay iIn Sydney 1 have
elimbed to the top of the publle works
bullding for a bird's-e¢ye view of the clty
This bullding s right on the harbor In
nlmost the center of the town. Standing
upon It you can see the great ocean steam-

Walk Throungh the iy,

Let us take a walk through Sydney. The
sun Is hot, but the fron and glass awnings
furnish protection, and we stroll by great
tores with well displayed windowa. You
i buy almoest anything here you can buy
i New York, and the prices are equally
The goods are marked ln pounds,
shithings and pence, the snilling and peany
taking the place of the dollar and cent,
There are fine jewelry stores, photograph
shops and art stores.

Syvdoey has big insurance bulldings, bank
bkldings, excellent ¢lubs and many hotels.
The two largest hotels are the Australla
and the Metropole, which are a cross be-
tween the good American and good Euro-
penn hotels.  The prices are about the same
as in the United States, though at first they
secm chenper, the extras making up the dif-
fere s There are small hotels in every
block, but the most of these are mere sa-
loons or publie houses, with a room or so
for rent to conform with the law providing
thit Hhguor shall be sold only at hotels.

One fenture of the city is the numerous
nrepdes which are cut through from one
gtreet to another These are celled with
gloss, paved with=tiles and decorated with
tropiecal plants and Aowers They are
Heghtedd at nlght with great  are  lights
which hang down from the stores which
will them, They nre also delightful quar-
ters In which to shop during the heat of the

Fine Publie Bulldings.

I have written of the public bulldings of
Vietoria Sydoney has some equally fin
and In some respects finer Take the Syd
ney town hall, which is salil to be the big-
gest building of its kiad In the world, the
next largest belng that of Preston, Eng-
land It I8 a magnificent stone structure
situated in the heart of the clity, contalm-
fng an amusement hall which will geat
5,000 people and an organ which surpasses
that of Melbourne Until this was bought
the Melbourne organ was the blggest of the

farms nwny
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world. Sydoey was, of course, bound to
beat Melbourne, and It has now the largest
organ ever made. It is elghty feet wide
and thirty feet deep and cost $85,000, It
has 8,766 pipes. Some are of wood sixty-
four feet long aud others vary In length
from the height of a three-story house Lo
that of a pln.

Associated with the town hall is the Cen-
tennial hall, Other magnificent structures
are the public works office, the offices of the
secretaries of the colony and the markets.
The Sydney markets cover several acres
and they are very complete i{n their ar-
rangement., Connected with them I8 a hotel,
A concert ball and a photograph gallery.
They cost altogether $3,600,000,

The Bydney postoffice was bullt of the
freestone from under the city. It covers
half a square and has a ground floor of
about two acres. It contalns the postofiice,
the postal savings bank and the general
telegraph and telephone offices, all of which
are run by the government, The mall clerks
wear uniforms of bright red and you see
red-conted men delivering letters and driy-
lng the mall wagons Lo the trains.

Sydney Is noted for Its extensive park
system. It has as good lungs as any city
of Europe. Moore park contains 500 peres,
Centenninl park 768 acres and there are
also ericket grounds, the racecourses and
the fair grounds. Quite a space s glven
up to the zoological gardens, to the botan-
leal  gardens and there are many little
pleasure grounds on the islands.

The most interesting park o Australla s
the Domain in S8ydney., This contalng more
than 100 acres and It 18 right In the heart
of the elty. It has magnificent trees, vel-
vely lawns and walks and drives of every
description. The Domain 8 aecesalble to
all, there no elgns to keep off the
grass and little ones and grown-ups roll
und stroll upon It.

Free Sprech for Everyone,

Every Sunday afternoon the Domaln s
erowded and It then becomes the parlia-
ment of the people. Anyone who wlshes
to preach or pray has a right to erect his
pulpit on the grass and toot fur hearers
No one guestions his doctrines and he says
what he pleases. There are at least a
score or more of such apeakers on the Do-
main every Sunday, each with his own
erowd about him. There are lightning cal-
culators, labor agltators and sgoclalists,
preachers of every doctrine and every creed,
phrenologlsts and begears, falth healers and
all other cranks,

The crowd I8 a good-natured one, made
up of all classes, with working people in
the majority. There were, 1 judge, at least
25,000 persons in the Domaln when I visited |

it the other Sunday. There were husbands
and wives taking thelr little ones out for
an alring, young fellows with their sweat.
hearts, old men with their daughiers and
boys and girls walking to and fro or listen-
ing to the preachers and healers

1 stopped for a time in each crowil,
first was gathered about a llghtning cal-
culator, who talked a blue streak as his
hand danced over n blnckbonrd, stopping
only at Intervals to gell hooks showing you
how to learn the higher mathematics in
three lessons

The next speaker was a temperance ora
tar: he was denouncing the rich men and
officials of the city and glving side slaps at
the saloons, and the next was o soclillst
who advoented the rleh and & gens

About fifty feet from this crowd 1 saw a
wilking hoapitnl, overseen hyv a Woman
called "the Gonl Samaritan’ The old
woman had thirteen nvallds, cach of whom
was ofMcted with some terribile discase
They were of nll ages, from babiles to thre
seore ond ten-some lame, some halt and
gome blind They sat abont in chalrs on

the griss while the Good Sumaritan In thelr
midst showed thelr sores and discases to
the crowd nod begged money for thelr sup-
port. She had a carpet lald at her feot
and upon this the charitably Inclined cast
thelr pennies and slxpences from time to
time.

Nearby was a blind wan with o ¢racked
volce and a fiddle, who saug and sawed for
money, and further over an orator who was
denouncing the trusts of America, which
were, bhe sald, enslaving the Yavkee labor-
ing men and which would in time probably
come over to Australla to place the yoke
of bondage on them,

Leaving the Domaln I walked back to my
hotel, notlcing the queer signs by the way
One was “Lollies.' It was over the door
of a confectioner's store and as I looked
in 1 saw all sorts of candics displayed.
“Lollies” I8 the popular word here for
candles, and between the acts at the the-
aters boys go ubout through the audience
calling out, ""Lollles, ladies! Lollles, gents!
Does amyone want a box of fine fresh
lolllen?*

Aunother slgn, of which 1 saw a hall dozen
in one block, was “Artificial teeth for sale.”
The Australlans are noted for thelr bad
teeth and the dentlsts do a thriving busl-
pess. It scems that buylog or pawning
teeth ls common and that second-hund teeth
are sold ke second-hund books,
